THIS SETTLES ONE QUESTION 


ADMIRAL SAMPSON MAY BE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—It was clearly 
shown today to the Schley inquiry court 
that the famous ‘“‘Dear Schley’’ letter from 
Admiral Sampson had not been changed 
or falsified. The press copy book showed 
that Admiral Sampson had written, ‘we 
will continue to hold Santiago’’ and not as

Lieutecant-Commander Hodgson, ne 
merly navigator of Commodore Schiey 
flagship, the Brooklyn, continued his bee 
timony before the Schiey court of inquiry 
today after some of the other witnesses 
of yesterday had been given an .opportu- 
nity to correct their testimony.

Charles Schmitt is not dead. Although 
the Morgue records show that he was 
drowned in the Mississippi River Sept. 1, 
1900,/and that the body ,was identified by 
Paul Fahlen, an acquaintance, and was 
buried under that name. + 

Schmitt lived at 418 South Third street 


until a year ago last September, when he 
went to Cincinnati. About the time Schmitt 
left St. Louis, a body was found in the 
river and was taken to the Morgue, where 
it was identified later by Fahlen, claimed 
by friends and buried at their expense.

IFAMSTERS ADOPT SCHEDULE 


Union Officers Say They Will Strike If 
Various Transfer Companies Don’t 
Accept It. 


Teamsters’ Union, No. 179, held a meeting 
behind closed doors in its hall at Broadway 
and Bidd‘e street, Friday night to estab- 
lish a scale of wages and determine .ts 


stand on the strike question. 

It was decided to demand the following 
schedule of wages: For two-horse drivers, 
$55 a month; tor three-horse drivers, $005 
for four-hourse drivers, $05. 

Most of the teamsters in St. Louis drive 
two horses. 

A committee was appointed to call on the 
managers of the various transfer compa- 
nies and notify them of the union’s demand, 
with the ultimatum that, unless these 
wages were paid, a general strike of trans- 
fer wagon drivers would result. 

At the meeting, which was in session un- 
til 1:30 o'clock Saturday morning, a syc- 
cessful effort was made to exclude the Co- 
lumbia Transfer Co. from the order, the 
drivers of the company supporting it. 

Nearly 300 freight teamsters were ad- 
mitted to the union Friday night, material- 
ly strengthening it, and they voted to a 
man to endeavor to force the new wage 
schedule. 

The notice to the transfer companies to 
raise wages will be given by the commit- 
tee from the union Saturday afternoon or 
Monday. 
If it is not complied with five days after 
it is given, there will be a general strike 
of teamsters, say the union Officers, which 
will result in the general tying-up of the 
freight business of the city. It will affect 
800 drivers and four transfer companies, 
as follows: St. Louis Transfer Co., eber 
Drayage and Warehouse Co., St. Louls 
Drayage Co. and the Hensler Drayage 
Co 


A feature of Friday night’s meeting was 
the presence of the entire 350 striking 
drivers of the St. Louis Transfer Co., who, 
with the Columbia Transfer Co. drivers, 
practically controlled the meeting. 

The union hopes to control every teamster 
in St. Louig. 

It will establish a labor bureau and 
supply union drivers to the transfer com- 
panies and small individual express wagon 
owners and business houses owning freight 
wagons. 

George J. Tansey, general manager of the 
St. Louis Transfer Co., stated Saturday 
that he had not seen the union's committee, 
and would have nothing to do with it, 
as his controversy was not with a union, 
but with the former employes of the com- 


pany. 

J. M. Allen, general manager of the Co- 
lumbia Transfer Co., stated to the Post- 
Dispatch that he would pay the ruling 
wages agreed to by the other transfer 
companies. He is willing, he said, to treat 
his men fairly in everything. He now pays 
$52 a month to his drivers. He will receive 
his own men and discuss the situation with 
them, but knows nothing of the union, he 
SAYS. 

Thomas Coleman, president of Teamsters’ 

Union, No. 179, said that the Columbia 
Transfer Co., while it might not be left 
out of a general strike in the event that 
the transfer companies ail refused to grant 
the demands of the strikers, would at least 
be treated very leniently. 
The Columbia Co., Mr. Coleman stated, 
had never failed to treat its men in the 
They are satisfied so far as they are in- 
pay when sick, a week’s vacation every 
year on full pay and do not work Sundays.
